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HIGHLIGHTS 


The purpose of this report is to present information on visitor activities associated with the Canadian Parks 
Service of Environment Canada during the period April 1987 to March 1988. 


More specifically, this report deals with attendance at Canadian Parks Service sites as well as the use of its 
camping facilities and heritage canals. The appendices present information on visitor and interpretation serv- 
ices data as well as survey and public consultation activities. 


Service Organization 


The National Parks, National Historic Parks and Sites, Heritage Canals, Co-operative Heritage Areas, and 
Canadian Heritage Rivers, are program components of Environment Canada, Canadian Parks Service. 


Wherever it is technically feasible, uhits of the above noted programs submit information concerning public 
use to regional offices and headquarters. 


Attendance 


Ninety-eight parks and sites reported on the number of visits which were made to them; 29 of these units 
were national parks and park reserves which in total reported 20.8 million visits, while 69 were national his- 
toric parks and sites which in total reported 5.5 million visits. 


Together the parks and sites reported receiving 26.3 million visits. This figure represents an overall increase 
of one million visits or four percent from the previous fiscal year (Graph 1). 


For the national parks and park reserves it was the second consecutive year in which an increase has been 
reported. For the national historic parks and sites it was the first reported increase since 1983. 


The growth in attendance is associated with substantial increases in the number of visits reported by the 
Atlantic, Quebec, Ontario and Prairie/Northern Regions at such locations as: Signal Hill, Terra Nova, Fundy, 
Cape Breton Highlands, Forillon, Point Pelee and Riding Mountain. 


Beginning in 1988-89, nation-wide changes will be made to the attendance collection system. The changes 
will extend over a five year period and will include the establishment of new categories of attendance, the 
redefinition of the old category (visits), a review of the attendance procedures, as well as an extension of the 
reporting unit requirements to include the heritage canals. 


Campground Use 


Twenty-five national parks and park reserves reported on just over 100 campgrounds, 19 group tenting camp- 
grounds and six group camps. 


In total, 680,000 party nights of use were reported for the campgrounds. Forty-one thousand person-nights 
of group tenting campground usage were reported. Forty-one thousand people utilised the reporting group 
camps. 


These figures indicate that there has been a six percent increase in the reported use of campgrounds, but a 
nine percent and eleven percent decline in the use of the reporting group tenting campgrounds and group 


camps. 


Over the course of the year 43% of the campground opportunities were utilised by the public. For the sum- 
mer months (July and August), this figure was 69%; 26% higher than the year round total. 


Heritage Canal Lock Use 


Eight heritage canals reported on their individual vessel movements. A total of 388,000 vessel movements 
were reported by these canals. 


This represents a six percent increase from the previous fiscal year. With the exception of Sault Ste. Marie 
canal, which had to close in August of 1987, all canals reported increases in the number of vessel movements.

Ten survey and public consultation reports were produced in 1987-88 for the following operating units; Gros

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INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this report is to present information 
on the attendance at selected sites, managed by 
the Canadian Parks Service (CPS), the use of 
national park campgrounds and the use of locks at 
the heritage canals for the period April 1, 1987 to 
March 31, 1988. It also contains a list of reports 
from survey information collections during the fis- 
cal year (Appendix E). 


This is an annual report from the Public Use Data 
Base maintained by CPS. The term “public use” re- 
fers to various levels of participation by the public 
in commercial, travel, recreational and heritage 
appreciation opportunities provided by or through 
CPS. Public use data are collected in different 
forms. For example they may be reported as: 


a  anentry to a reporting unit (national park/re- 
serve, national historic park/site, heritage 
Canal), 


b. theuseofa particular facility within a reporting 
unit (Campground, information centre, self- 
guiding trail etc.) or, 


c. the consumption of a CPS service (in-park in- 
terpretive presentation, park brochure, radio 
message etc.). 


This report emphasizes national and regional 
trends in attendance and campground use data. 
For further park-use information which may be re- 
quired to conduct detailed site analyses, the reader 
can contact the following socio-economic units:

Attendance data are reported for a majority of the 
heritage sites which are managed by CPS. Sites, 
however, which are still under development or have 
negligible public use are not yet included in the 
Statistics gathering process. 


Visitor-use data are reported for many individual 
facilities and programs offered at CPS sites. Ap- 
pendix C indicates the range of data reported for 
visitor services in national parks. A similar list of in- 
terpretive facilities and services which report use 
data is presented in Appendix D. 


This document also presents a descriptive over- 
view of CPS holdings in the following section. 


OVERVIEW OF PARKS SERVICE 


The Canadian Parks Service is responsible for ad- 
ministering Canadian heritage sites in every pro- 
vince and territory. The sites are categorized into 
the following five components: 


1. National Parks 

2. National Historic Parks and Sites 
3. Heritage Canals 

4. Co-operative Heritage Areas and 
5. Canadian Heritage Rivers 


For many of the sites, that is, the 34 national parks 
and reserves, the 69 national historic parks and 
sites that report attendance, and the 9 heritage 
canals, CPS has the lead managment responsi- 
bility. For other sites, namely the two co-operative 
heritage areas and the fifteen Canadian heritage 
rivers, the responsibility is shared with an agency 
representing the provincial orterritorial government 
in which the site is located. This section contains a 
brief description of each component and locates the 
sites geographically. 


National Parks 


The national parks are special areas of natural 
beauty and significance which have been dedi- 
cated by Parliament to be conserved for the educa- 
tion and enjoyment of Canadians. There are 34 
national parks and reserves located all across the 
country. In total, these areas encompass over 
180,000 square kilometers of land. They are acces- 
sible by a total of 2,500 kilometers of major public 
rural roads and approximately 5,300 kilometers of 
constructed trails. The Parks Service maintains 
many facilities and services for the use of park vis- 
itors. In addition to those for which use data are re- 
ported in this report, national parks also offer golf 
courses, swimming pools, equestrian facilities, 
canoe rentals, souvenir outlets and other services 
at selected locations. These services are either pro- 
vided directly by CPS or through concessionaires. 


The geographic distribution of the national parks is 
shown on the map below. Table 1 is a list of the 
national parks by CPS regional structure; it also 
identifies the province or territory in which each 
park is located. 


The National Parks Directorate also administrates 
two other components of the Parks Service's 
program: 1. Co-operative Heritage Areas and 


2. Canadian Heritage Rivers. A brief description of 
these two initiatives appears below. 


National Historic Parks and Sites 


National historic parks and sites commemorate 
persons, places, and events that have been de- 
clared of national significance by the minister re- 
sponsible for CPS on the recommendation of the 
Historic Sites and Monuments Board of Canada. 


The location of the national historic parks and major 
national historic sites are shown on the map below. 
The regional distribution of those heritage sites that 
regularly report attendance along with the province 
orterritory in which each site is located is presented 
in Table 2. 


Another component of the Parks Service’s hold- 
ings, Heritage Canals, also is administered by the 
National Historic Parks and Sites Directorate. A 
brief description of the heritage canals follows. 


Heritage Canais 


Heritage canals have been the responsibility of the 
Parks Service since the transfer of some canals 
fromthe Department of Transport in 1972. The rec- 
ognition of the historical value of the canals and the 
need to preserve and operate them as important 
historical and recreational assets of national signif- 
icance were the fundamental reasons for their 
transfer to the Parks Service. 


There are nine heritage canals located in the pro- 
vinces of Ontario, Quebec, and Nova Scotia as 
shown on the map below. Table 3 lists the names 
of eight of the canals and indicates their distribution 
by CPS regions and provinces. The ninth canal, the 
Lachine Canal, is included in the list of national his- 
toric parks and sites. 


Co-operative Heritage Areas 


The Co-operative Heritage Areas program desig- 
nates areas which contain natural or cultural re- 
sources of Canadian significance that are owned, 
operated, and maintained collectively by separate 
agencies under a mutual agreement. The CPS role 
in a cooperative agreement is primarily concerned 
with interpretation, restoration, visitor services, and 
information programs. 


Currently two co-operative heritage areas have 
been designated. They are the Alexander 
MacKenzie Trail in British Columbia and the Red 
River corridor in Manitoba. 


Canadian Heritage Rivers 


The Canadian Heritage Rivers System is a co- 
operative conservation program administered by 
parks agencies representing the federal govern- 
ment, a number of provincial governments, and the 
two territorial governments. 


Rivers which are outstanding examples of 
Canada’s natural heritage, which played a signifi- 
cant role in Canadian history, or which offer out- 
standing recreational opportunities can be 
designated as “Canadian heritage rivers”. The des- 
ignation can be assigned to an entire river system 
or a segment of a river and its immediate environ- 
ment. 


Table 4 lists the fifteen rivers, or sections of rivers, 
included in the System since its inception in 1984.

ATTENDANCE 


Attendance information dealing with the number of 
visits made to national parks and national historic 
parks has been collected by the Canadian Parks 
Service since 1930 and 1955 respectively. The 
data provide the Service with a measure of the use 
made by the public of the resources presented to 
them under the auspices of the Canadian Parks 
Service. 


The requirement to report attendance is primarily 
based on the operational or developmental level of 
the particular park, site or canal. Those parks and 
sites that are developed specifically for public use, 
demonstrate significant public use and are able to 
collect the information, report attendance data. 


For the purpose of collecting attendance informa- 
tion, a visit has been defined as an entry onto a site 
by a person engaged in a recreation, heritage 
appreciation or tourism activity. The actual oper- 
ational definition of visit and the methodology used 
to collect the data may vary on a site by site basis. 


Attendance figures are submitted each month to 
the Socio-Economic Information Division by the 
park or regional staff. Once received, the data are 
prepared for analysis and presentation through the 
use of electronic data processing systems. 


in 1986-87, 99 parks, sites and canals reported 
attendance data. Though no additional parks, sites 
or canals have been authorised to report 
attendance in 1987-88, one reporting unit was dis- 
continued; Bear Creek, located in the Yukon. The 
remaining 98 reporting units consist of 29 national 
parks/park reserves and 69 national historic 
parks/sites (Tables 1, 2, 5 & 6). 


For the most part, the Heritage Canals, Co-opera- 
tive Heritage Areas and Canadian Heritage Rivers 
do not report attendance. The latter two elements 
of the Canadian Parks Service are provided to the 
public in concert with provincial agencies; con- 
sequently, the activities associated with these pro- 
grams cannot be solely attributed to the Canadian 
Parks Service. 


The Heritage Canals, however, are operated under 
the auspices of the Service alone. One of the nine 
heritage canals reports attendance: the Lachine 
Canal; but, does so under the heading of a national 
historic site since it is administered by the National 
Historic Parks and Sites Directorate and is no 
longer operated as a canal. Four other heritage 
canals in the Quebec Region submit attendance 
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data, but these data are not prepared for public pre- 
sentation by Service headquarters. Three major 
canals in the Ontario Region and one small canal 
in the Atlantic Region do not submit attendance 
data. Technical difficulties have prevented these 
units from collecting the information in a cost-effec- 
tive manner. Recently, however, a number of these 
difficulties have been overcome and the Ontario 
facilities will be submitting attendance data within 
the next two years. 


In spite of the fact that the heritage canals are not 
included in the national attendance reporting sys- 
tem, the actual number of national parks/park re- 
serves and national historic parks/sites that report 
attendance data is representative of the number of 
operating parks and sites. There are a few newly 
established national parks/park reserves as well as 
a larger number of undeveloped or newly 
developed national historic sites that do not report 
attendance information. However, the majority of 
the developed operating units submit the monthly 
attendance data. 


The non reporting status of the heritage canals af- 
fects the overall national and regional attendance 
volumes. It is tentatively estimated that heritage 
canal attendance is in the order of 1.5 million visits; 
of which approximately one million is associated 
with the Rideau and Trent-Severn canals in Ontario 
and .4 million is associated with the Quebec Region 
canals. These figures are not included in the re- 
gional and national attendance totals nor in the 
National Historic Parks and Sites Directorate 
figures. 


Beginning in 1988-89, nation-wide changes will be 
made to the attendance collection system. The 
changes will be implemented over a five year time 
frame and will include the establishment of new 
categories of attendance, the redefinition of the old 
category (visits), a review of the attendance collec- 
tion procedures, as well as an extension of the re- 
porting unit requirements to include the heritage 
canals. As forthe Co-operative Heritage Areas and 
Canadian Heritage Rivers, it may be a few years 
before decisions are made as to whether these ele- 
ments of the Canadian Parks Service will be re- 
quested to report attendance and if so under which 
administrative heading. 


Although changes to the national attendance sys- 
tem were scheduled for the 1988-89 fiscal year, a 
number of parks and sites updated their attendance 
collection procedures in 1986-87 and 1987-88 to 


ensure their continuing validity. Inthe 1988-89 edi- 
tion of this report there will be a discussion of the 
effect of changing methodologies on attendance 
figures. 


NATIONAL PARKS AND NATIONAL PARK 
RESERVES 


In 1987-88, the number of visits made to national 
parks and national park reserves was documented 
at 20.8 million. This figure represents a 3% in- 
crease (560,000 visits) inthe number of visits made 
to these parks between 1986-87 and 1987-88 
(Table 5; Graph 2). 


The attendance figures from the 29 reporting parks 
indicate that the number of visits per park ranged 
from the 450 ca. reported for Auyuittuq National 
Park Reserve in the eastern Arctic to the 3.3 million 
reported for Banff National Park in southern Alberta 
(Table 5). The attendance figures for the other re- 
porting parks fell between these two extremes. For 
ease of presentation, the attendance data for the 
various parks have been rounded and categorized 
into arbitrary groups within which the information 
on these parks can be briefly discussed. The group- 
ings are as follows; those parks reporting over one 
million visits, those reporting between one million 
and 100 thousand visits and those reporting less 
than 100 thousand visits. 


Parks that are more accessible and well-known, 
that provide more services and which are as- 
sociated with major urban areas or major transpor- 
tation corridors attracted more visitors. Seven 
parks, six of which are in the Western Region and 
one in the Atlantic Region, reported visits totalling 
more than one million in 1987-88. The average 
number of visits for these seven parks was 1.8 mil- 
lion per park. This average is .1 million (5%) less 
than the average for this level of attendance re- 
porting in the previous fiscal year. 


Lesser-known parks, which are perhaps more re- 
gionally oriented and are fairly accessible but are 
not necessarily part of a major transportation cor- 
ridor, reported fewer visits. Sixteen parks reported 
between one million and 100 thousand visits. The 
average number of visits for these parks was 
485,000 per park. This average is 43,000 (10%) 
more than the average for this level of attendance 
reporting in the previous fiscal year. 


Those parks which are the most difficult to reach 
and those that are furthest from major urban 
centres reported the smallest number of visits. The 


six parks in this category reported less than 
100,000 visits each. 


Inthe national context, attendance increased or re- 
mained the same at 21 (72%) of the 29 reporting 
parks, but decreased at eight (28%) parks. The in- 
creases and decreases are not evenly distributed 
across the country or between regions. 


Of the seven parks inthe Atlantic Region, five docu- 
mented increases totalling about 443,000 visits and 
two reported decreases totalling about 113,000 vis- 
its. On a month by month basis, the region posted 
increases in all months with the exception of a21% 
decline in June. The region registered a 7% 
(329,000 visits) increase in attendance. 


Of the three reporting parks in the Quebec Region, 
two documented increases totalling about 80,000 
visits and one reported a decrease of about 1,400 
visits. On a month by month basis, the region 
posted increases in all months with the exception 
of a 1% and a 4% decline in March and October. 
The region registered a 8% (79,000 visits) increase 
in attendance. 


Of the four reporting parks in the Ontario Region, 
two documented increases totalling about 53,000 
visits, one reported a decrease of about 600 visits 
and one reported the same figure as the previous 
year. Onamonth by month basis, the region posted 
increases in all months with the exception of a 4% 
and a 22% decline in February and March. The re- 
gion registered a 6% (52,000 visits) increase in 
attendance.

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Of the six reporting parks in the Prairie and North- 
ern Region, five documented increases totalling 
about 105,000 visits and one reported a decrease 
of about 21,000 visits. On a month by month basis, 
the region posted increases in all months with the 
exception of a 1%, 4% and a 7% decline in June, 
August and December. The region registered a 7% 
(84,000 visits) increase in attendance. 


Of the nine reporting parks in the Western Region, 
six documented increases totalling about 265,000 
visits and three reported decreases totalling about 
271,000 visits. On a month by month basis, the re- 
gion posted increases in all months with the excep- 
tion of a9%, 12%, .1% and 11% decline in January, 
June, July and August. The region registered a 
small .1% (6,400 visits) decrease in attendance. 


The Atlantic, Quebec, Ontario and Prairie/Northern 
Regions reported that more parks increased their 
attendance than decreased and that their atten- 
dance volume increased overall. Western Region 
reported an overall volume decrease in attendance 
while reporting increases in more parks than 
decreases. The per park increases in this region did 
not quite compensate for the per park decreases. 
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On a monthly national basis the number of visits to 
the parks deviated from the pattern established 
during the previous year. Overall, there was a 2% 
to 12% decrease in the number of visits which took 
place in the months of January, June and August 
associated with large increases in the number of 
visits made during the other months. The increases 
per month ranged from 2% to 25% and were large 
enough to both compensate for the losses reported 
in January, June and August as well as provide a 
3% increase in attendance. 


Overall, the monthly increases were primarily as- 
sociated with the winter, spring and fall months i.e. 
non peak season; while the decreases were found 
in the late spring or summer months i.e. the begin- 
ning and the end of the peak season. The losses 
identified with the months of June and August were 
for the most part associated with decreases in 
Western and Prairie/Northern as well as Atlantic 
Regions, while the increases in the non peak sea- 
son attendance is associated with monthly in- 
creases reported by all regions (Graphs 3 & 4). 


In 1987-88 the overall growth in attendance is as- 
sociated with the four regions which registered

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attendance increases. Of these regions, Atlantic re- 
ported the largest volume increases. In addition to 
regional increases, seasonal increases associated 
with the non peak season of all regions including 
Western Region, played a part in the overall atten- 
dance increases. Specific parks, which reported 
large increases, were as follows; Terra Nova, 
Fundy, Cape Breton Highlands, Kouchibouguac, 
Forillon, Point Pelee, Riding Mountain. 


It should be noted that this is the second year in a 
row in which sites administered by the National 
Parks Directorate have posted a percentage in- 
crease in attendance (Graph 2 & 13). Further re- 
view and analysis of the data is needed to 
determine the specific reasons for the increase. 


NATIONAL HISTORIC PARKS AND SITES 


National historic parks and sites received 5.5 mil- 
lion visits in 1987-88. Overall, the number of visits 
to the historic parks and sites rose by 10% or 
480,000 visits from the 1986-87 figure of five mil- 
lion (Table 6; Graph 5). 
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The attendance figures from the 69 reporting 
national historic parks and sites indicate that the 
number of visits per historic park/site ranged be- 
tween 160 ca., reported for York Factory on the dis- 
tant and isolated shores of Hudson’s Bay, to the 
1,030,000, reported for Signal Hill, near St. John’s, 
Newfoundland (Table 6). The attendance figures 
reported by the 67 other national historic parks and 
sites fall between these two extremes. For ease of 
presentation, the attendance data for the various 
historic parks and sites have been rounded and 
categorized into three arbitrary groups within which 
the information on the units can be briefly dis- 
cussed. The groupings are as follows; those parks 
reporting more than 100,000 visits, those reporting 
between 100,000 and 20,000 visits and those re- 
porting less than 20,000 visits. 


National historic parks and sites that are fairly com- 
plex and are located near major tourist areas or 
large urban centres received many visits. Twelve 
historic parks and sites, all but two of which are lo- 
cated in Atlantic Canada and Quebec, reported 
more than 100,000 visits each. The average num- 
ber of visits for these 12 historic parks was 297,000.

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This represents an increase of one historic park to 
this attendance level since last year and an aver- 
age increase of 17 thousand visits (6%) per 
park/site. 


National historic parks and sites that are seasonally 
accessible but are not necessarily located near 
major urban centres, and which offer varied but less 
extensive services and facilities, received fewer 
visits. Thirty-three historic parks and sites reported 
between 100,000 and 20,000 visits. The average 
number of visits for these historic parks and sites 
was 52,000. This represents a decrease of one 
historic site and an average attendance increase of 
two thousand visits (4%) per park/site for this atten- 
dance level since last year. 


National historic parks and sites that are perhaps 
less well-known, are not as accessible or are further 
from urban centres and provide a smaller comple- 
ment of services reported the fewest visits. In total, 
24 historic parks and sites reported fewer than 
20,000 visits each. The average number of visits 
for these historic parks and sites was 11,000. This 
represents a decrease of one historic site and an 
average attendance increase of one thousand vis- 
its (10%) per historic park/site for this attendance 
level since last year. 


At the national level, the overall increase included 
both decreases and increases in the individual at- 
tendance figures. Increases were noted in 48 of the 
69 (70%) reporting units, and decreases in 21 
(30%) sites. 


Of the 20 reporting historic parks and sites in the 
Atlantic Region, 16 documented increases totalling 
about 366,000 visits and four reported decreases

totalling about 5,000 visits. On a month to month 
basis, the region posted increases in all months 
with the exception of a 3% decrease in March. The 
region registered a 15% (361,000 visits) increase 
in attendance. 


Of the 18 reporting historic parks and sites in the 
Quebec Region, 10 documented increases totalling 
about 168,000 and eight reported decreases total- 
ling about 66,000 visits. On a month by month 
basis, the region posted increases in seven out of 
the 12 months. The decreases were associated 
primarily with the winter season. The region 
registered a 7% (102,000 visits) increase in 
attendance. 


Of the eight reporting historic parks and sites in the 
Ontario Region, four documented increases total- 
ling about 19,000 and four reported decreases 
totalling about 9,000 visits. On a month by month 
basis, the region posted increases in six out of the 
12 months. The decreases were associated pri- 
marily with the winter season, though there was a 
percentage decline in the months of July and Oc- 
tober reported by the region. The region registered 
a 3% (10,000 visits) increase in attendance. 


Of the 18 reporting historic parks and sites in the 
Prairie and Northern Region, 15 documented in- 
creases totalling about 29,000 and three reported 
small decreases totaling a few thousand visits. 
Bear Creek, in the Yukon, was not amongst these 
18 reporting units as it was in 1986-87. It was dis- 
continued as a reporting unit because of oper- 
ational changes and methodological requirements. 
On a month by month basis, the region posted 
decreases in six out of the 12 months. The 
decreases were associated with both the winter 
and summer season. The region registered a small 
2% (10,000 visits) decline in attendance. 


Of the five reporting historic parks and sites in the 
Western Region, three documented increases 
totalling about 27,000 and two reported 
decreases totalling about 13,000 visits. On a month 
by month basis, the region posted increases in 
seven out of the 12 reporting months. The 
decreases were associated with the winter months 
as well as one summer month, June. The region 
registered a 4% (13,000 visits) increase in 
attendance. 


The attendance increases in Atlantic, Quebec, On- 
tario and Western Regions were the basis for the 
10% increase in attendance for the national historic 
parks and sites. Atlantic Region and Quebec Re- 
gion, however, showed the largest increases. Over- 
all, on a monthly basis, attendance increases were 
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registered in 10 of the 12 months. Two winter 
months were the exceptions in regard to the over- 
all monthly increases (Graphs 6 & 7). 


It should be noted that this year’s overall increase 
in attendance reverses a trend begun in 1983 
towards declining attendance in the national his- 
toric parks and sites (Graphs 8 & 14). Further 
review and analysis of the data are needed to 
determine the specific reasons for the increase. 


ATTENDANCE SUMMARY 


Inthe fiscal year 1987-88, the 98 reporting national 
parks, national park reserves, national historic 
parks and sites received a total of 26.3 million vis- 
its; 20.8 for the national parks and park reserves, 
5.5 for the national historic parks and sites. The 
overall figure represents an increase of approxi- 
mately one million visits (4%) over the previous 
year (Graph 8). The increase in attendance which 
was registered last year by the national parks/park 
reserves has continued into 1987-88 and has been 
augmented by a substantial increase in national 
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historic parks and sites attendance; the first such 
increase in five years. 


The growth in the national parks and park reserves 
attendance figures is primarily associated with sub- 
stantial increases in the number of visits reported 
by the parks in the Atlantic Region as well as in- 
creases reported by the regions of Quebec, On- 
tario, and Prairie/Northern. The growth in the 
national historic parks and sites is associated with 
the increases in attendance reported by the Atlan- 
tic, Quebec, Ontario and Western Regions. 


On the whole, the national parks report more visits 
than the national historic parks and sites; 29 
national parks/park reserves reported 20.8 million 
visits, whereas 69 national historic parks/sites re- 
ported 5.5 million visits. Generally speaking the in- 
dividual national historic parks and sites do not 
report the scale of attendance that is registered by 
such national parks as Banff, Jasper or Prince Ed- 
ward Island. Though a number of them do report 
well over a 100,000 visits per year and a number of 
national parks/park reserves report fewer visits 
than many of the smaller national historic 


parks/sites. The discrepancy between the figures 
for the two program elements may not be as great 
as these two figures suggest or as individual figures 
imply. Not all the major operational facilities under 
the rubric of national historic parks and sites report 
attendance; for instance, the attendance figures for 
eight operating heritage canals are not included in 
the total. Thus, the attendance reported for historic 
parks/sites is an under-estimate of the actual atten- 
dance at these facilities. 


Secondly, due to the nature of their resources, a 
larger number of national historic parks/sites are 
undeveloped or are developed to a lesser extent 
than the national parks/park reserves. By-and- 
large, national historic parks and sites do not offer 
facilities for camping, boating and swimming, unlike 
national parks/park reserves which offer these 
services among others. 


Finally, by their very nature the national parks/park 
reserves and national historic parks/sites may ap- 
peal to very different segments of the population; 
hence, they may be drawing their attendance from 
numerically smaller or larger segments of the pub- 
lic, depending on their market appeal. Work is pre-

sently under way to determine the nature of these 
market segments and their relationship to atten- 
dance at the various parks, sites and canals. 


Just as it can be said that the differences between 
the historic parks and national parks can be ex- 
plained by the level of service they provide, their 
market appeal, accessibility as well as availability 
of services; differences between the individual 
national parks/park reserves or between individual 
national historic parks/sites can be explained by the 
same factors. Location, accessibility, services pro- 
vided, and the size of the local population can ex- 
plain the differences in the volume of reported 
attendance between Auyuittuq National Park Re- 
serve and Pacific Rim National Park or between 
Louisbourg National Historic Park and L’Anse aux 
Meadows National Historic Park. 


Beginning in 1988-89, nation-wide changes will be 
made to the attendance collection system. The 
changes will be implemented over a five year time 
frame and will include the establishment of new 
categories of attendance, the redefinition of the old 
category (visits), a review of the attendance collec- 
tion procedures, as well as an extension of the 
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reporting unit requirements to include the heritage 
canals. In the 1988-89 edition of this report there 
will be a discussion of the effect of changing 
methodologies on attendance figures. Until that 
time comparisons should not be made between 
various reporting parks, sites and canals without re- 
viewing and comparing their method of data collec- 
tion, their operational history as well as the services 
the unit offers and the public it serves. 
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CAMPGROUND USE 


Campgrounds in the national parks and national 
park reserves offer both accommodation and rec- 
reational opportunity to the public. These facilities 
are designed to meet the environmental protection 
standards relative to the land-use zones in the park, 
to complement the theme of the park and to meet 
visitor demand in terms of volume and levels of 
service. 


The requirement to report campground use data is 
primarily based on the existence of such facilities 
in the park or the development level of the facility 
or park. Each park reports data appropriate to the 
type of camping facilities that it operates. One park, 
Point Pelee, reports on two group tenting camp- 
grounds; while another, Georgian Bay Islands, re- 
ports on 15 campgrounds, one group tenting 
campground and four group camps. 


Most campgrounds consist of a collection of in- 
dividual campsites, each of which is intended for 
use by a group of people (party). The following in- 
formation is reported for campgrounds: the number 
of campgrounds, the number of nights open, the 
number of campsites, the number of party-nights. 


Group tenting campgrounds are designated camp- 
ing areas that do not have individual campsites but 
do have large open areas intended for use by or- 
ganised groups. Group camps are areas that are 
operated by non-profit organisations (e.g. church 
groups) for public use. Group tenting campgrounds 
and group camps report the following information: 
the number of campgrounds, the number of per- 
sons or the number of person-nights, and the num- 
ber of nights or days open. Park staff submit the 
monthly information concerning facility use to the 
regional offices and headquarters. The data are 
submitted to the Socio-Economic Information Divi- 
sion on a pre-printed form. Upon submission, they 
are keyed into an electronic data processing pro- 
gram for storage and analysis. 


In 1987-88, 25 parks reported on just over a 
hundred campgrounds, 19 group tenting camp- 
grounds and six group camps. Nine parks did not 
report campground use information. They were 
Auyuittug, Bruce Peninsula, Ellesmere, Grass- 
lands, Mingan, Mount Revelstoke, Nahanni, North- 
ern Yukon and South Moresby (Table 7). Though 
these parks/park reserves did not report on camp- 
grounds, some of them did report on what is called 
primitive camping or backcountry use. Information 
on this data can be found in the Canadian Parks 
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Service report titled; Information from the Public 
Use Data Base 1987-88. 


CAMPGROUNDS 


Campgrounds have been established in most of the 
parks. Twenty-four parks reported on over a 
hundred campgrounds in 1987-88 consisting of ap- 
proximately 12,000 campsites. 


The majority of these campgrounds and campsites 
are found in the Western and Atlantic Regions. 
Atlantic Region reports on over 20 campgrounds 
which have about 3,000 campsites. Quebec Re- 
gion reports on over 5 campgrounds which have 
about 700 campsites. Ontario Region reports on 
over 15 campgrounds with about 350 campsites. 
Prairie/Northern Region reports on over 10 camp- 
grounds with about 1,500 campsites. Western Re- 
gion reports on a little under 50 campgrounds with 
about 6,000 campsites. 


The number of campgrounds per individual park 
ranged between one and 19. On average each park 
operated five such facilities in 1987-88. Seventeen 
parks reported on less than six campgrounds and 
seven reported on six or more. Banff, Jasper and 
Georgian Bay Islands accounted for 45 of the re- 
porting campgrounds. 


Although the actual number of campsites for each 
campground ranges from four to just under 800, the 
average campground has just over 100 campsites. 
Given the number of campgrounds per park and 
campsites per campground, an average park pro- 
vides the public with accommodation at just over 
500 campsites on any given summer's evening. 
The range in terms of number of campsites per re- 
porting park is between 30 and 3,000 campsites. 
Together Banff and Jasper accounted for the 
largest number of campsites, just over 4,000 in 
total. Generally, in 1987-88 these facilities were 
open for about 100 nights of the year, usually during 
the summer, from late May through early Septem- 
ber. A very few facilities were open during the winter 
and early spring as well as late fall. 


By multiplying the number of campsites available 
by the number of nights these campgrounds were 
open, the campground capacity (site-nights) can be 
estimated. For fiscal year 1987-88 the campground 
capacity has been calculated at 1.6 million nation- 
wide. Although one less campground reported data 


in 1987-88 than last year, the number of campsites 
available overall rose by a few thousand (a 4% in- 
crease), and the campgrounds were open for more 
nights (a 2.5% increase). This resulted in a 4% in- 
crease in overall campground capacity measured 
in terms of available site nights.

The utilisation data, or party-nights (the number of 
nights of campsite use by a group of people), sug- 
gests that use of these campgrounds did increase 
in 1987-88 (Table 8; Graph 9). The total number of 
party-nights for these facilities was 680,000 in 
1987-88 which represents 41,000 more or a 6% in- 
crease from the previous fiscal year. 
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In regard to regional party-night figures, the Atlan- 
tic Region posted a 15% increase as a result of in- 
creased campground use reported in all seven 
parks. The Atlantic parks reported percentage in- 
creases ranging between 32% and 3% (6,480 to 
410 party-nights). 


In the Quebec Region, the two reporting parks, 
Forillon and La Mauricie, had increases of 8% and 
9% each (1,220 and 2,000 party-nights). 


In the Ontario Region, Georgian Bay Islands had 
losses of 6% (400 party-nights), while Pukaskwa 
and St. Lawrence Islands posted increases of 6% 
and 21% each (280 and 60 party-nights). 


The Prairie/Northern Region experienced a region- 
wide increase of 5%. Increases at individual parks 
ranged from 80 to 1,220 party-nights. Wood Buffalo 
had the smallest increase of 80 party-nights. 
Kluane registered an 11% increase (330 party- 
nights), Prince Albert 4% (880 party-nights) and 
Riding Mountain 5% (1,220 party-nights). 


The Western Region posted an overall increase as 
a result of increases reported by Banff, Kootenay, 
Jasper, Waterton Lakes and Pacific Rim of 5%

(8,860 party-nights), 12% (2,970 party-nights), 1% 
(1,740 party-nights) 5% (1,370 party nights) and 
5% (720 party-nights), respectively. Losses were 
suffered by Yoho, Glacier and Elk Island of 6% 
(1,210 party-nights), 10% (780 party-nights) and 
11% (460 party-nights), respectively. 


Overall, the increase in campground use is as- 
sociated with both peak and non peak season use 
in terms of the previous fiscal year (Graphs 10 & 
11). Though, there was a small decline in use as 
compared to 1986-87 as well as to the five year 
average. The small but noticeable decrease is as- 
sociated with the month of August and is made up 
by the increases in the other operational months. 


Interms of the peak season (July and August) party 
night figures, three of the five regions or 16 of the 
24 parks reported percentage increases. Ontario 
and Western Regions reported peak season 
decreases. Six of the eight parks which reported a 
drop in peak season party night usage were as- 
sociated with Western Region. 


In 1987-88, the pattern of summer use returned to 
the peaked pattern which is characteristic of the last 
five years but was not in effect in the previous fiscal 
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year. In 1986-87, the party night figures leveled off 
during the months of July and August. 


The overall party night figures associated with pre- 
sent fiscal year increases are the result of in- 
creases reported by Atlantic, Quebec and Prairie 
Region and non peak season increases in Ontario 
and Western Regions. 


The percentage increase in campground utilization 
is associated with a percentage increase in camp- 
ground capacity. As a result the campground occu- 
pancy rate rose from 42% in 1986-87 to 43% in 
1987-88 (Table 8). The increase in occupancy is 
due to a reported growth in both campsites availa- 
ble and campsites used. 


GROUP TENTING CAMPGROUNDS 


Fourteen parks reported on 19 group tenting camp- 
grounds. Most of the group tenting campgrounds, 
which reported, are located in the Atlantic and 
Western Regions. The Atlantic Region reported on 
six group tenting campgrounds and the Western

Region reported on eight. The five remaining group 
tenting campgrounds reported from the Quebec 
(one), Ontario (three) and Prairie/Northern (one) 
Regions. Although Cape Breton Highlands, Point 
Pelee and Jasper National Parks reported as many 
as two orthree grouptenting campgrounds, the ma- 
jority of the reporting parks operated just one such 
facility. 


In 1987-88, the reporting group tenting camp- 
grounds were open an average of 180 days begin- 
ning in April and extending to October. While a 
number of them were open all year round, others 
were only open for a third of a year. 


Usage, which is reported in terms of person-nights 
(one night of campground use by a single person), 
averaged 2,000 person-nights per campground, or 
3,000 person-nights per park. The number of per- 
son-nights for each campground, however, ranged 
from just over 60 to just under 6,000. The total 
usage nation-wide was 41,000 person-nights. This 
figure represents a 9% decrease from the previous 
fiscal year. The summer months were the peak pe- 
riod of use for these facilities. 
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GROUP CAMPS 


Six group camps reported data nation-wide. They 
were located in the Ontario and Western Regions. 
In Ontario, Georgian Bay Islands provided informa- 
tion on four group camps. In Alberta, Waterton 
Lakes reported on two group camps. 


In 1987-88, the Georgian Bay Islands group camps 
were open an average of 140 days and the Water- 
ton Lakes group camps for 80 days. Their prime 
operational period was the spring through the fall. 


For group camps, usage is measured in terms of 
the number of persons using the facility. In 1987- 
88, approximately 41,000 persons were reported to 
have made use of these camps. The number of per- 
sons making use of the individual camps ranged 
from just over 270 to just under 20 thousand. 
Georgian Bay Islands National Park reported the 
largest usage figures. It also reported on the larger 
number of group camps and its facilities operated 
for longer periods. 


The total usage figure for 1987-88 represents a 
drop of about 5,000 persons (11%) from 1986-87. 
Though, it should be noted that one group camp 
discontinued reporting in 1987-88. 


CAMPGROUND USAGE: AN OVERVIEW 


During the peak months of July and August, 
campers took advantage of approximately 69% of 
the opportunities for campsite accommodation 
available at the regular campgrounds located in the 
national parks. Over the course of the year, 
campers took advantage of 43% of the campsite 
accommodation opportunities. These accommoda- 
tion and recreational opportunities were reported 
by 24 parks across Canada. In total, 680,000 party 
nights of use were reported across the national 
parks system in 1987-88. 


Forty-one thousand people utilised the six reporting 
group camps located in the two reporting national 
parks. 


Forty-one thousand person-nights of group tenting 
campground usage were reported from 19 such 
facilities located in 14 national parks. 


The rates of campground usage for 1987-88 indi- 
cate that there has been a percentage increase in 
use of the regular campgrounds but a decrease in 
the group tenting campgrounds and the group 
camps. The changes may be associated with 
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facility availability and camper preference. Work is 
presently under way to assess the service offered 
by the Canadian Parks Service in light of visitor 
requirements. 
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HERITAGE CANAL LOCK USE 


Heritage canals are located in the Atlantic (1), Que- 
bec (5) and Ontario (3) regions. Of the nine heri- 
tage canals, eight are operated as canals. One, the 
Lachine Canal,is operated as a national historic 
site. Consequently, the use of this canal is reported 
within the context of attendance and the National 
Historic Parks and Sites Directorate. 


The Trent-Severn and the Rideau canals in Ontario 
Region are the two largest operating canals. These 
two canals extend for hundreds of kilometers 
incorporating numerous lock stations. The other 
canals are not as extensive, or as complex as, the 
Trent-Severn or the Rideau. A number of them 
consist of a single lock station. 


The eight operating canals report on the number of 
vessels using their canal system for recreational 
purposes during the navigational season. Over the 
last five years the number of vessels locked in 
these eight heritage canals has ranged between 
354,000 and 388,000 per year, for an average of 
369,000 vessel lockages per year (Graph 12). 


Ontario Region (the Rideau, Trent-Severn and 
Sault Ste. Marie canals) consistently reports the

largest number of vessel lockages because it oper- 
ates the largest canals. An average of 342,000 
vessels per year over the last five years have been 
locked in the three Ontario canals. 


The Quebec Region (Carillon, Sainte-Anne-de- 
Bellevue, St. Ours and Chambly Canals) have 
locked, on average, 27,000 vessels per year over 
the last five years. Individually these canals had no 
more than 11,000 vessels, but no less than 2,800 
vessels, locked in a given year. 


The Atlantic Region (St. Peters Canal) has not 
locked more than 1,050 boats in a given year over 
the last five years. 


In 1987-88, the number of vessels locked for the 
eight canals totalled approximately 388,000. This 
is a 6% increase from the previous fiscal year. 


Most of the canals reported increases in the num- 
ber of vessel lockages in 1987-88. Only Sault Ste. 
Marie Canal reported a decrease in the number of 
vessel lockages. The decline experienced by the 
Sault Ste. Marie Canal was a drop of approximately 
2,500 vessel lockages. This decrease is associated 
with the closure of the canal in August of 1987.

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APPENDIX F: 


GLOSSARY 


1. Campgrounds are those designated camping areas which have individual campsites each of which is 
intended for use by one party. 


2. Group Campgrounds are those designated camping areas which do not have individual campsites but 
in their place have a large open area intended to be used by organized groups. There are two categories of 
group campgrounds found in national parks. The first type, group tenting campgrounds, are areas operated 
by the Canadian Parks Service for public use. The second type, non-profit group camps, are operated by 
non profit organizations (e.g. churches). They are also available for public use. 


3. Number of Nights Open is the number of nights in the fiscal year during which the campground was 
open to the public and park staff maintained a record of use. 


4. Party-night is a unit of measurement defined as one night of campground use by one group of people 
occupying a campsite. 


5. Percentage of Campsites Occupied is the percentage of the available campsites which were occupied 
for nights the campground was open to the public. This figure is available for weekdays and weekend days. 


6. Person-night is a unit of measure defined as one night of campground use by one person. It is only 
used in reference to group campgrounds. 


7. Visit is the unit of measure used to express attendance for national parks and national historic parks 
and sites. It is defined as an entry into the park of anon-resident travelleron a recreation, heritage appreciation 
or tourism related trip. The “number of visits” may include travellers who have entered the park more than 
once during a reporting month. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Purpose 


The purpose of this report is to present 
information on attendance at Canadian Parks 
Service (CPS) sites, the use of national park 
campgrounds and the use of locks at the 
historic canals for fiscal years 1988-89 and 
1989-90. The fiscal year period runs from 
April 1 to March 31 of the following year. 


Attendance data are reported for a majority 
of the heritage sites which are managed by 
CPS. Sites, however, which are still under 
development or have negligible public use 
are not yet included in the statistics gather- 
ing process. 


This report also contains maps which show 
the geographic location of CPS sites and, in 
the appendix, a list of addresses for socio- 
economic units at regional offices and head- 
quarters. 


For further park-use information which may 
be required to conduct detailed site analyses, 
the reader can refer to the binder entitled 
Information from the Public Use Data Base 
which is available from CPS socio-economic 
units. 


Changes in This Report 


In April 1988, the Canadian Parks Service 
introduced a new way of reporting public 
attendance at national parks, national historic 
sites and historic canals. We made the 
change in order to provide a more meaning- 
ful and precise description of attendance. 
The new way presented three different statis- 
tics for each reporting location: entries, 
visits and visit-days or hours. This means 
that attendance data for 1988-89 and 1989- 
90 are not directly comparable with similar 
data from previous years. 


With this issue of the annual summary re- 
port, we are bringing greater precision to 
our terminology. We are changing the 


names of some of our statistics and are 
refining the text of their definitions to make 
clearer to the user what it is that the statis- 
tics actually represent. We are not, how- 
ever, changing the basic concepts introduced 
in April 1988. For example, 


entry is now referred to as person-entry, 
visit is now referred to as person-visit, 
visit-day is now referred to as person- 
visit-day, 

visit-hour is now referred to as person- 
visit-hour, and 

boat is now referred to as boat move- 
ment. 


We intend to continue from time to time to 
refine the concepts and improve the defini- 
tions so as to make the attendance infor- 
mation presented here as useful as possible. 


The reader should be aware that there are 
many other measures of attendance that 
could be used for particular purposes. For 
example, it may be useful in marketing 
research and economic impact analyses to 
distinguish between local and overnight 
users, and first time and repeat visitors. The 
measures we have presented here are those 
we believe to be of interest to a wide audi- 
ence. 


The 1988-89 issue of the annual summary 
report was not produced due to staff changes 
and revised work plans within the Socio- 
Economic Information Division. To provide 
continuity for this statistical series, the data 
for 1988-89 are included in this report. 


The Socio-Economic Branch is developing 
ways to manipulate and analyze the attend- 
ance data to meet more specialized needs 
through automated query facilities. For 
further information on these developments 
which are in progress, and the implications 
of the changes in terminology, please con- 
tact: Chief, Socio-Economic Information 
Division, Socio-Economic Branch. 


Overview of Parks Service 


The Canadian Parks Service is responsible 
for administering Canadian heritage sites in 
every province and territory. The sites are 
categorized into the following components: 


1. National Historic Sites including His- 
toric Canals 

Heritage Places 

National Parks 

Co-operative Heritage Areas and 
Canadian Heritage Rivers

The Canadian Parks Service has the lead 
management responsibility for 34 national 
parks and reserves, 112 national historic 
sites including the canals, and four heritage 
places. For the two co-operative heritage 
areas and the fifteen Canadian heritage 
rivers, the responsibility is shared with an 
agency representing the provincial or ter- 
ritorial government in which the site is lo- 
cated. This section contains a brief 
description of each component. 


National Historic Sites 


National historic sites commemorate aspects 
of Canadian history that have been declared 
of national significance by the minister 
responsible for CPS on the recommendation 
of the Historic Sites and Monuments Board 
of Canada. 


Included in the 112 national historic sites are 
the historic canals, also administered by the 
National Historic Parks and Sites Direc- 
torate. There are eight historic canals lo- 
cated in the provinces of Ontario, Quebec, 
and Nova Scotia, which are operated by the 
CPS for through navigation purposes. 


Heritage Places 


The CPS is also responsible for the ad- 
ministration, on behalf of the federal gov- 
ernment, of certain places of heritage value. 
At present there are four heritage places, the 
Bethune House in Gravenhurst, Ontario, the 


Port of Quebec in the 19" Century situated 
in the city of Quebec, the Survival of the 
Acadian site at Memramcook, New Bruns- 
wick and Banks Fisheries which are com- 
memorated at Lunenburgh, Nova Scotia. 
The locations of these places are noted on 
the national historic sites map. 


National Parks 


The national parks are special areas of 
natural beauty and significance which have 
been dedicated by Parliament to be 
conserved for the education and enjoyment 
of Canadians. There are 34 national parks 
and reserves located all across the country. 
In total, these areas encompass over 180,000 
square kilometres of land. The Parks Ser- 
vice maintains many facilities and services 
for the use of park visitors. In addition to 
those for which use data are reported in this 
report, national parks also offer golf cour- 
ses, Swimming pools, equestrian facilities, 
canoe rentals, souvenir outlets and other 
services at selected locations. These services 
are either provided directly by CPS or 
through concessionaires. 


The National Parks Directorate also 
administrates two other components of the 
Parks Service’s program: 1. Co-operative 
Heritage Areas and 2. Canadian Heritage 
Rivers. A brief description of these two 
initiatives appears below. 


Co-operative Heritage Areas 


The Co-operative Heritage Areas program 
designates areas which contain natural or 
cultural resources of Canadian significance 
that are owned, operated, and maintained 
collectively by separate agencies under a 
mutual agreement. The CPS role in a co- 
operative agreement is primarily concerned 
with interpretation, restoration, visitor 
services, and information programs. 


Currently two co-operative heritage areas 
have been designated. They are the 
Alexander MacKenzie Trail in British 


Columbia and the Red River corridor in 
Manitoba. 


Canadian Heritage Rivers 


The Canadian Heritage Rivers System is a 
co-operative conservation program 
administered by parks agencies representing 
the federal government, a number of provin- 
cial governments, and the two territorial 
governments. 


Rivers which are outstanding examples of 
Canada’s natural heritage, which played a 
significant role in Canadian history, or 
which offer outstanding recreational oppor- 
tunities can be designated as "Canadian 
Heritage Rivers". The designation can be 
assigned to an entire river system or a seg- 
ment of a river and its immediate environ- 
ment.

DEFINITIONS 


Attendance Definitions 


Person-entry: A person-entry occurs when 
a person enters a reporting unit during the 
measurement period, regardless of the pur- 
pose of the entry. 


Person-visit: A person-visit occurs each 
time a person enters a reporting unit for the 
purposes of heritage appreciation or recre- 
ation. Same day re-entries do not constitute 
new person-visits. Similarly, re-entries by 
visitors staying overnight in the reporting 
unit do not constitute new person-visits. 


Person-visit-day: A person-visit-day occurs 
when a visitor stays in a reporting unit for a 
day or part thereof (this measure is used 
mainly for national parks and historic 
canals). 


Person-visit-hour: A person-visit-hour 
occurs when a visitor stays in a reporting 
unit for one hour (this measure is used 
mainly for national historic sites). 


Campground Use Definitions 


Frontcountry Campground: A camping 
area which has individual campsites, each of 
which is intended for use by one party. 


Party-night: A party-night of use occurs 
when a party occupies a campsite for one 
night. 


Group Tenting Ground: A camping area 
which has one to four open areas designated 
for the exclusive use of groups of tenters 
(i.e., any group of individuals organized for 
the pursuit of a common interest, and larger 
than the party size which can be accommo- 
dated at a campsite in a regular 
campground). 


Person-night: A person-night of camping 
occurs when an individual spends one night 
camping in a park. 


Percentage of Campsites Occupied: The 
ratio (expressed in percent) of the number of 
campsite-nights occupied to the number of 
campsite-nights offered during a given time 
period as noted in individual tables. 


Number of Nights Open: The number of 
nights from the official season opening date 
to the official season closing date. 


Canal Use Definitions 


Boat Movement: A boat movement occurs 
when a boat passes through a lock station. 


Lockage: A lockage occurs when a lock is 
opened either for the passage of a vessel or 
for the adjustment of water level to prepare 
the lock to accept a vessel.

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INTRODUCTION 


Purpose 


This report presents information on atten- 
dance at Canadian Parks Service (CPS) sites, 
the use of national park campgrounds and 
the use of locks at the historic canals for 
fiscal year 1990-91. The fiscal year period 
runs from April 1 to March 31 of the fol- 
lowing year. 


A majority of the heritage sites managed by 
CPS report attendance data. Sites that are 
still under development or have negligible 
public use, however, do not yet report 
Statistics. 


This report also contains maps which show 
the geographic location of CPS sites and, in 
the appendix, a list of addresses for socio- 
economic units at regional offices and head- 
quarters. 


For further park-use information to conduct 
in-depth site analyses, the reader can refer to 
more detailed tables extracted from the 
Public Use Data Base. For the first time, 
these tables will be available on the DOTS 
Network at Headquarters and Regional 
Offices. An announcement will be made 
when this new information product is ready 
for distribution. 


Those outside the Canadian Parks Service 
can obtain the data through the socio-econo- 
mic units listed in the appendix. 


The reader should be aware that many other 
measures of attendance could be used. For 
example, it may be useful in marketing 
research and economic impact analyses to 
distinguish between local and overnight 
users, or first time and repeat visitors. The 
measures we have presented here are those 
we believe to be of interest to a wide audi- 
ence. 


The Socio-Economic Branch is developing 
ways to manipulate and analyse the attend- 


ance data to meet more specialized needs 
through automated query facilities. For 
further information on these developments, 
and the implications of the changes in ter- 
minology, please contact: Chief, Socio- 
Economic Information Division, Socio- 
Economic Branch. 


Overview of Parks Service 


The Canadian Parks Service is responsible 
for administering Canadian heritage sites in 
every province and territory. The sites are 
categorized into the following components: 


1. National Historic Sites including His- 
toric Canals 

Heritage Places 

National Parks 

Co-operative Heritage Areas and 
Canadian Heritage Rivers

The Canadian Parks Service has the lead 
management responsibility for 34 national 
parks and reserves, 110 national historic 
sites including the historic canals, and four 
heritage places. CPS and the respective 
provincial (or territorial) agency share res- 
ponsibility for the two co-operative heritage 
areas and the fifteen Canadian heritage 
rivers. This section contains a brief 
description of each component. 


National Historic Sites 


National historic sites commemorate aspects 
of Canadian history that have been declared 
of national significance by the Minister 
responsible for CPS on the recommendation 
of the Historic Sites and Monuments Board 
of Canada. 


The 110 national historic sites include his- 
toric canals located in Ontario, Quebec, and 
Nova Scotia. CPS operates these canals for 
navigation by pleasure craft. 


Heritage Places 


The CPS administers, on behalf of the fede- 
ral government, two heritage places, Be- 
thune House in Gravenhurst, Ontario, and 
the "Old Port of Quebec" situated in the city 
of Quebec. These places are noted on the 
national historic sites map. 


National Parks 


The national parks are special areas of 
natural beauty and significance which have 
been dedicated by Parliament to be 
conserved for the education and enjoyment 
of Canadians. There are 34 national parks 
and reserves located all across the country. 
In total, these areas encompass over 180,000 
square kilometres of land. The Parks Ser- 
vice maintains many facilities and services 
for the use of park visitors. In addition to 
those facilities for which use data are repor- 
ted, national parks offer golf courses, swim- 
ming pools, equestrian facilities, canoe 
rentals, souvenir outlets and other services at 
selected locations. These services are either 
provided directly by CPS or through conces- 
sionaires. 


The National Parks Directorate also 
administrates two other components of the 
Parks Service’s program: 1. Co-operative 
Heritage Areas and 2. Canadian Heritage 
Rivers. A brief description of these two 
initiatives appears below. 


Co-operative Heritage Areas 


The Co-operative Heritage Areas program 
designates areas that contain natural or 
cultural resources of Canadian significance 
that are owned, operated, and maintained 
collectively by separate agencies under a 
mutual agreement. Interpretation, restora- 
tion, visitor services, and information pro- 
grams are the main roles of CPS in co-ope- 
rative agreements. 


At the present time, there are two designated 
co-operative heritage areas. They are the 


Alexander MacKenzie Trail in British 
Columbia and the Red River corridor in 
Manitoba. 


Canadian Heritage Rivers 


The Canadian Heritage Rivers System is a 
co-operative conservation program 
administered by parks agencies representing 
the federal government, a number of provin- 
cial governments, and the two territorial 
governments. 


Rivers that are outstanding examples of 
Canada’s natural heritage, which played a 
significant role in Canadian history, or 
which offer outstanding recreational oppor- 
tunities can be designated as "Canadian 
Heritage Rivers". The designation can be 
assigned to an entire river system or a seg- 
ment of a river and its immediate environ- 
ment. 


As of February 1991, the System includes 
the following 19 rivers spread over 4,114 
km.

DEFINITIONS 


Attendance Definitions 


Person-entry: A person-entry occurs when 
a person enters a reporting unit during the 
measurement period, regardless of the pur- 
pose of the entry. 


Person-visit: A person-visit occurs each 
time a person enters a reporting unit for the 
purposes of heritage appreciation or recre- 
ation. Same day re-entries do not constitute 
new person-visits. Similarly, re-entries by 
visitors staying overnight in the reporting 
unit do not constitute new person-visits. 


Person-visit-day: A person-visit-day occurs 
when a visitor stays in a reporting unit for a 
day or part thereof (this measure is used 
mainly for national parks and historic 
canals). 


Person-visit-hour: A _ person-visit-hour 
occurs when a visitor stays in a reporting 
unit for one hour (this measure is used 
mainly for national historic sites). 


Campground Use Definitions 


Frontcountry Campground: A camping 
area that has individual campsites, each of 
which is intended for use by one party. 


Party-night: A party-night of use occurs 
when a party occupies a campsite for one 
night. 


Group Tenting Ground: A camping area 
that has one to four open areas designated 
for the exclusive use of groups of tenters 
(i.e., any group of individuals organized for 
the pursuit of a common interest, and larger 
than the party size that can be accommo- 
dated at a campsite in a regular 
campground). 


Person-night: A person-night of camping 
occurs when an individual spends one night 
camping in a park. 


Percentage of Campsites Occupied: The 
ratio (expressed in percentage) of the num- 
ber of campsite-nights occupied to the num- 
ber of campsite-nights offered during a 
given time period as noted in individual 
tables. 


Number of Nights Open: The number of 
nights from the official season opening date 
to the official season closing date. 


Canal Use Definitions 


Boat Movement: A boat movement occurs 
when a boat passes through a lock station. 


Lockage: A lockage occurs when a lock is 
opened either for the passage of a vessel or 
for the adjustment of water level to prepare 
the lock to accept a vessel.
